January  7,  1978 

This  past  year  the  airport  was  the  center  for  many  things 
that  happened.  In  June  the  Whitefield  Fire  Department  held 
a  circus  for  the  local  people  and  the  area.  Also  in  June,  was  the 
completion  of  the  Rust  hanger.  This  hanger  is  a  great  improve- 
ment to  the  airport  facilities.  Although  this  hanger  is  owned 
by  Mr.  Rust,  this  gives  our  airport  much  needed  hanger  rental 
space. 

Over  the  last  year,  the  preliminairy  discussions  and  plans 
werp  made  for  a  jet  fuel  system.  We  hope  this  system  can  be 
installed  in  the  near  future. 

This  last  year  we  were  fortunate  to  have  the  state  of  N.H. 
install  a  center  marker.  This  is  a  radio  device  which  is  used  in 
an  instrumental  landing  approach. 

When  the  taxi  strips  were  built  for  the  Rust  hanger  (a  do- 
nation by  Philip  Rust,  Jr.),  the  so-called  gas  shack  had  to  be 
moved,  so  this  lead  to  the  rewiring  of  the  gas  pumps  and  the 
Shirley  Mahn  Memorial  Hanger  which  is  going  to  be  used  in 
the  future  as  a  maintenance  hanger. 

In  July  we  undertook  the  project  of  repairing  the  flashing 
beacons  that  mark  Cherry  Mountain. 

As  of  December  first,  due  to  lack  of  funds,  our  F.B.O.(Fixed 
Based  Operator)  resigned  and  we  set  out  to  find  another  F. 
B.O.  under  new  and  revised  conditions.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  members  of  the  Jefferson  Planning  Board  are  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  for  five  year  terms  upon  recommendation  of 
the  Planning  Board.  The  present  members  of  the  Planning 
Board  are  as  follows:  Earl  Ellingwood,  Chairman;  Donald  Noyes, 
Co-Chairman;  Neil  Gross;  Wilma  Corrigan;  Phoebe  Chardon;  a 
new  member,  Patricia  Enman;  and  a  new  associate  member, 
James  Brady,  Jr.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  vote  on  the  six  member 
board,  Bruce  Sanborn  votes  as  the  Selectmen's  representative. 
In  November  the  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation 
of  Blake  Nason,  who  had  been  a  valuable  member  for  the  past 
four  years. 

The  Planning  Board  has  met  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday 
of  every  month  throughout  the  year  in  the  Selectmen's  office 
in  the  Town  Hall  with  the  exception  of  December  27.  A  number 
of  special  meetings  were  held  including:  1)  a  public  hearing  to 
discuss  revisions  to  the  Jefferson  Subdivision  Regulations  on 
April  6,  2)  an  August  3  meeting  to  publicize  the  results  of  the 
Jefferson  Land  Use  Questionnaire,  3)  a  December  19  meeting 
with  the  Selectmen  and  Richard  Haldeman  and  Russell  Kelsea 
for  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  explore  the  possibility  of  up-to-date  soils  mapping 
for  the  town,  and  4)  a  meeting  with  HUD  officials  to  bring  about 
changes  in  the  boundaries  of  the  flood  plain  as  delineated  in 
Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  drawn  up  by  the  Federal  Insurance 
Administration  of  HUD.  During  the  summer,  Jefferson  was  of- 
ficially accepted  into  the  Federal  flood  plain  insurance  program, 
which  will  insure  that  people  buying  property  in  the  flood  plain 
will  be  able  to  acquire  mortgages. 

The  Board  held  11  preliminary  hearings,  10  abutter's  hearings, 
and  gave  final  approval  to  10  subdivisions. 

Again,  in  1977  the  Planning  Board  devoted  a  good  deal  of  time 
to  the  problem  of  solid  waste  disposal.  Jefferson  has  been  grant- 
ed a  further  extension  of  time  and  may  continue  to  operate 
a  burning  dump  until  July  1,  1978.  However,  unless  there  is  a 
change  in  the  present  law,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency 
will  eventually  require  termination  of  burning  at  all  dumps. 
The  Planning  Board  has  interviewed  representatives  of  two 
disposal  services  as  well  as  estimated  the  costs  involved  in  run- 
ning a  sanitary  land-fill  in  Jefferson.  Hopes  for  a  regional  land- 
fill  operation   seem  slim  for  the  near  future  as  towns  appear 
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to  be  moving  towards  the  use  of  disposal  services.  Any  alterna- 
tive to  our  present  system  will  be  substantially  more  expensive. 
Application  has  been  made  to  the  N.  H.  Air  Pollution  Control 
Commission  for  an  additional  extension  of  time  during  which 
Jefferson  may  continue  to  burn. 

Members  of  the  Planning  Board  attended  educational  meet- 
ings for  town  officials  sponsored  by  the  North  Country  Council 
and  held  in  Twin  Mountain. 

Article  12  of  the  1977  Jefferson  Town  Warrant  directed 
the  Planning  Board  to  undertake  the  development  of  a  land  use 
plan  for  the  town.  As  a  first  step,  a  four  page  attitudinal  ques- 
tionnaire was  prepared  in  an  attempt  to  determine  how  the 
town  felt  in  relation  to  various  land  use  options.  In  June  500 
questionnaires  were  distributed  and  collected  within  the  town 
by  approximately  40  volunteers,  and  200  questionnaires  were 
mailed  to  out-of-town  landowners.  Out  of  the  500  question- 
naires distributed  within  the  town,  353  or  71%  were  returned; 
77  or  39%  of  those  mailed  were  returned.  The  questionnaires 
were  tabulated  by  16  volunteers,  and  the  results  were 
announced  to  the  town  in  the  newspaper  and  in  a  meeting  held 
August  3  at  the  Town  Hall.  All  those  who  had  indicated  on  a 
tear-off  sheet  included  with  the  questionnaire  that  they  would 
be  willing  to  help  with  the  development  of  a  land  use  plan,  were 
contacted  and  asked  to  serve  on  one  of  five  study  committees: 
Housing,  Recreation,  Dump  and  other  Community  Facilities, 
Natural  Resources,  and  Historical.  The  five  committees  met 
at  various  times  during  the  fall  and  are  in  the  process  of  drawing 
up  recommendations  on  a  number  of  aspects  of  town  planning 
and  land  use  to  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Board.  During 
the  coming  year  the  Planning  Board  will  use  the  questionnaire 
results  and  the  citizen  committee  reports  as  a  basis  for  updating 
the  1970  Dickson  Associates  Town  Plan  and  preparing  an  or- 
dinance to  support  the  provisions  of  the  town  plan  (zoning). 
Reports  from  the  citizens'  committees  follow  this  report. 


NATURAL  RESOURCES  COMMITTEE:

The  Committee  has  inventoried  all  the  natural  resources 
and  assets  of  the  town.  A  map  has  been  prepared  designating 
wetlands  and  mountainous  areas  and  wildlife  habitats  which 
should  be  preserved.  Work  has  started  on  a  slopes  map  and 
several  areas  have  been  designated  as  spots  where  views  should 
be  protected. 
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REPORT  OF  DUMP  COMMITTEE 


The  Dump  Committee  was  presented  the  task  of  finding  the 
most  appropriate  alternative  to  open  burning.  Several  committee 
meetings  have  been  held,  regional  meetings  attended,  and  up- 
to-date  information  gathered  and  correlated.  A  survey  question- 
naire on  precisely  the  kinds  and  amounts  of  solid  waste  the  Town 
of  Jefferson  would  be  dealing  with  was  distributed  to  volun- 
teers. The  results  will  aid  in  determining  the  best  method  of 
solid  waste  disposal. 

All  the  information  gathered  will  be  compiled  in  a  report, 
with  a  committee  recommendation,  for  the  Planning  Board 
in  the  fall.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSING  COMMITTEE 


The  Housing  Committee  an  ad  hoc  committee  formed  to 
discuss  various  problems  with  regards  to  housing  in  the  town 
of  Jefferson,  met  twice  during  the  month  of  October,  1977. 
The  purpose  of  the  committee  is  to  make  recommendations 
and  report  to  the  Town  Planning  Board  to  assist  in  their  task  of 
preparing  a  Land  Use  Plan  for  the  town  of  Jefferson  for  pre- 
sentation to  the  voters  at  some  future  date. 


Various  points  of  discussion  have   been   raised  with  regards 
to  the  following: 

1.  Land  Use  -  shall  the  town  establish  various  classes  of 
property? 

2.  Conformity  -  what  limitations  and  restrictions  might 
be  incorporated  in  a  land  use  plan? 

3.  Water  &  Sewerage  -  shall  a  commission  or  some  other 
vehicle  of  authority  be  established  to  support  a  land 
use  plan  and  anticipated  future  growth? 

4.  Clustering  -  should  cluster  housing  be  considered  in  the 
development  and  growth  of  the  town? 
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5.  Mobil ehomes  -  in  what  manner  should  the  town  regu- 
late and  encourage  this  type  of  housing? 

6.  Vacation  Homes  -  should  the  town  establish  guidelines 
to  govern  such  developments? 

The  committee  has  come  to  no  conclusions  and  has  made 
no  specific  recommendations  at  this  time.  Meetings  will  be 
scheduled  for  continuing  discussion  on  the  above  subjects  and 
any  other  subjects  pertinent  to  this  committee.

RECREATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Recreation  Committee  undertook  two  tasks:  (1)  to 
identify  all  existing  public  and  commercial  recreational  facili- 
lies  in  Jefferson;  and  (2)  to  make  recommendations  for  im- 
proving existing  facilities  and/or  developing  new  ones. 

A  list  of  those  recreational  opportunities  presently  found 
m  Jefferson  was  prepared.  Items  included  activities  which  people 
of  all  ages  could  enjoy,  ranging  from  hiking,  cross-country  ski- 
ing,   playing    golf  to   photographing   the   natural   environment. 
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Recommendations  were  made  for  the  improvement  of  exist- 
ing public  recreational  facilities,  as  well  as  for  the  development 
of  certain  new  ones.  The  intent  of  these  recommendations 
was  to  provide  Jefferson  residents  a  variety  of  recreational 
opportunities  at  a  reasonable  cost.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  that  much  of  this  could  come  about  through  the 
continued  efforts  of  the  townspeople  to  work  together  to  pro- 
vide recreational  opportunities,  e.g.  the  skating  rink  at  the  Jef- 
ferson School. 

The  Recreation  Committee  determined  that  the  initiative 
to  bring  certain  improvements  about  would  more  appropriately 
come  through  the  efforts  of  the  Jefferson  Athletic  Association 
since  it  is  a  chartered  organization  of  the  Town  of  Jefferson. 
Accordingly,  the  Jefferson  Athletic  Association  has  planned  for 
a  variety  of  year-round  recreational  programs  of  all  Jefferson 
residents.

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Fire  Chiefs  Report 


In  1977,  the  department  responded  to  18  calls  for  fire  related 
emergencies.  Also,  there  were  several  inspections  of  potentially 
dangerous  situations  which  did  not  require  the  trucks. 

Woodstoves  continue  to  be  the  cause  of  more  than  half  the 
runs.  Failure  to  keep  stovepipes  and  chimneys  clean  are  the 
chief  problems.  Many  chimneys  have  old  stove  holes  that  should 
be  cemented  up. 

Fire  prevention  saves  lives  and  property.  Its  success  can- 
not be  measured,  but  regular  home  fire  inspections  can  pre- 
vent a  disaster  for  you.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire 
wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local 
authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the 
kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions 
are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city 
and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  1/4 
of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the 
state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also 
supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and 
supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in 
1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  25  years.

TOWN  REPORT  1977 

As  1977  comes  to  a  close,  Lancaster  Public  Health  Nursing 
Service,  Inc.  can  look  back  on  another  successful  year. 

A  Child  Health  Conference  was  added  to  the  service  this 
year.  It  was  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Bureau  of  Mater- 
nal and  Child  Health.  The  conference  is  held  every  other  month 
and  provides  pre-school  children  with  a  physical  examination, 
vision  and  hearing  screening,  immunizations,  urinalysis  and  blood 
count.    This  service  is  available  to  all  towns  served  by  the  agency. 

Another  service  that  is  being  added  is  that  of  a  Homemaker 
Home  Health  Aide  Program  certified  by  medicare.  This  service 
too,  is  available  to  citizens  in  all  the  towns  served  by  this  agency. 

We  continue  to  provide  service  to  Lancaster,  Whitefield, 
Jefferson,  Dalton,  Groveton,  and  Stark.  We  also  have  a  Medicare 
Contract  with  Milan  and  Dummer.  Services  provided  include: 
care  of  the  sick  in  homes,  child  health  conference,  skilled  nurs- 
ing, homemaker  home  health  aide,  and  a  physical  therapist. 

We  continue  to  hold  monthly  senior  citizen  blood  pressure 
clinics  in  Lancaster,  Groveton,  and  Whitefield.  We  also  provide 
diabetic  and  anemia  screenings  at  these  clinics  about  twice  a 
year. 

Pre-school  physical  examinations  were  done  in  May  with  51 
children  being  examined.  Physicians  in  attendance  included 
Dr.  Robert  Lewis,  Dr.  Gregory  Shields,  and  Dr.  Brian  Beattie, 
as  well  as  a  dental  hygienist  from  Dr.  Perreault's  office. 

Pre-school  Vision  and  Hearing  testing  was  done  on  78  chil- 
dren in  May. 

Immunization  clinics  are  held  on  the  third  Friday  of  each 
month.  A  total  of  361  children  were  immunized.  The  following 
vaccines  were  given:  DPT,  Polio,  Measles,  Mumps,  Rubella,  and 
T.  B.  Tine  Tests. 

The  Public  Health  Nursing  Committee  organizes  the  agency 
program.  The  committee  is  composed  of  volunteer  members 
from  each  community  served  by  the  agency.  The  officers  for 
the  past  year  were:

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

Following  in  the  footsteps  of  a  wonderful  lady  and  Librarian 
as  Gurda  Nevers  is  not  an  easy  task,  but  one  that  has  provided 
a  true  learning  experience  and  a  great  challenge.  Even  as  an 
assistant  Librarian,  I  never  realized  how  much  work  the  Libra- 
rian did,  but  I  know  now  that  there  is  much  more  involved  than 
just  checking  books  in  and  out. 

In  the  Library  Technique  courses  I  have  taken  at  Plymouth 
College,  the  emphasis  was  on  the  Library  as  a  whole  service 
center,  and  not  just  a  book  lending  facility.  So  in  keeping  with 
that  idea,  the  Library  had  several  exhibits  through  the  year  by 
individuals  and  groups  including  4-H  clubs.  Rocket  club,  and 
photography  and  paintings  by  local  artists. 

In  January,  a  formal  presentation  of  $200  was  made  to  the 
town  of  Jefferson  at  the  Library  from  the  White  Mt.  Tourist 
Assoc.  This  was  used  in  the  building  of  the  museum  section  of 
the  Library  building. 

A  poster  contest  was  held  in  celebration  of  National  Libra- 
ry Week  in  April  with  the  3rd  and  4th  grades  participating  with 
judging  by  the  JAC's. 

Another  service  provided  by  the  Library  has  been  a  meeting 
place  for  various  organizations  including  the  Historical  Society, 
Methodist  Women,  Jefferson  Athletic  Association  and  Friends 
of  the  Library. 

In  October,  the  2nd  grade  class  exhibited  Halloween  booklets 
and  November  found  the  Library  walls  covered  with  turkeys 
made  by  the  Kindergarten  class.  Stained  glass  ornaments  made 
by  the  3rd  and  4th  grades  brightened  the  windows  in  December 
and  a  well-behaved  group  of  5th  and  6th  graders  have  walked  to 
the  Library  twice  to  enjoy  the  audio-visual  materials  as  well  as 
books  especially  selected  from  the  book  mobile  for  their  grade 
level  and  interest. 

The  "Friends  of  the  Library"  group  has  been  very  active 
this  past  year,  holding  a  successful  book  and  bake  sale  during 
the  summer,  hosting  a  lovely  retirement  party  for  Mrs.  Nevers 
in  the  fall  and  ending  the  year  with  their  2nd  annual  Christmas 
Bazaar,  which  was  a  huge  success.  It  was  the  first  time  Santa 
had  visited  the  Library  and  about  100  children  came  to  see  him. 
Thanks  to  the  "Friends"  the  Library  will  now  have  a  new  clock 
and  a  bulletin  board  and  curtains  are  planned  in  the  near  future. 
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There  are  many  friends  that  do  not  belong  to  the  "Friends" 
group,  but  who  have  contributed  in  many  ways,  such  as  dona- 
tions of  new  books,  equipment,  money  and  their  labor  to  make 
the  Library  a  pleasurable  as  well  as  resourceful  aid  to  the  com- 
munity. Because  there  are  so  many,  I  hesitate  to  list  them  indi- 
vidually as  I'm  afraid  I  will  forget  someone,  so  I  will  just  say 
thanks  to  all  of  you  who  have  contributed  in  any  way.

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TOWN  REPORT 
FROM  THE  NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC. 


In  Jefferson,  NCC  helped  design,  implement  and  analyze 
a  town  planning  survey.  Helped  revise  the  Town's  subdivision 
regulations  and  provided  information  on  master  planning. 


In   1977,   NCC   provided   the   following  region-wide  services: 

Planning  Services:  NCC  provides  technical  assistance  to  com- 
munities in  a  number  of  areas  such  as  bomprehensive  planning, 
assistance  with  subdivision  regulations,  or  reviewing  develop- 
ment proposals.  NCC  is  always  available  to  meet  with  any  local 
official,  planning  board  or  public  body  to  assist  with  local  plan- 
ning matters  and  thrity-five  towns  have  rec'eived  some  type  of 
direct  service  from  the  Council. 

Economic  Development  Grantmanship:  NCC  worked  closely 
with  the  Economic  Development  Administration  of  the  US 
Department  of  Commerce,  the  Farmers  Home  Administration, 
the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation,  and  HUD  to  bring  a  greater 
amount  of  financial  resources  into  the  Region;  this  will  assist 
municipalities,  local  development  corporations,  and  other  or- 
ganizations implement  locally  developed  projects  and  programs. 
NCC  attempts  to  be  aware  of  the  many  federal  grant  programs 
that  would  be  relevant  to  needs  of  communities  in  the  North 
Country. 

Preparation  of  Development  Plans:  By  working  over  time  to 
complete  components  of  the  Development  Plan  (in  accordance 
vfith  RSA  36:45),  the  Council  will  be  in  a  position  to  make 
specific  recommendations  on  how  the  communities  in  the  Re- 
gion can  develop  and  prepare  for  future  growth.  During  1977, 
much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  areas  of  Land  Use,  Housing, 
and  Economic  Development. 

Participation  in  National  and  State  Policies:  NCC  responds 
to  opportunities  to  present  a  North  Country  perspective  before 
federal  and  state  agencies.  Examples  include  its  presentation 
to  the  Regional  Town  Meeting  on  transportation  sponsored  by 
DOT  Secretary  Adams;  meetings  with  the  Regional  representa- 
tive   of   the   Department  of  Energy  on  the   potential  of  wood 
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energy,  its  role  in  initiating  legislation  which  permitted  the  con- 
struction of  bi-state  sewerage  treatment  plants,  and  its  assistance 
in  developing  state  legislation  permitting  town  governments  to 
develop  and  own  industrial  parks.  NCC  has  also  worked  with 
the  NH  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  to  encourage 
the  Department  to  make  improvements  to  US  302  from  Woods- 
ville  to  Littleton.  As  a  body  representative  of  local  government, 
NCC  provides  a  local  response  to  state  initiative  on  "208"  Water 
Quality,  Solid  Waste,  and  Safe  Drinking  Water  Standards. 

Inquiries,  Technical  Assistance  and  Special  Reports:  NCC  staff 
is  always  available  to  respond  to  the  inquiries  and  requests  of 
member  municipalities.  In  the  last  year,  the  Council  has  pub- 
lished technical  assistance  reports  on  "Model  Subdivision  Regu- 
lations", "Woodsville  Downtown  Improvement  Summary  Re- 
port", "Energy  Perspectives  in  the  North  Country",  and  the 
"North  Country  Housing  Element." 

Education  and  Training  Programs:  NCC  again  co-sponsored 
the  six  Municipal  Law  Lectures  in  the  Fall  and  the  second  state- 
wide Annual  Meeting  of  Regional  Planning  Commission  members. 
A  special  workshop  for  applicants  of  Round  II  of  the  Local 
Public  Works  Act  was  held  in  conjunction  with  EDA  officials 
from  Concord  and  Philadelphia.  Planning  News,  the  NCC  News- 
letter, and  a  legislative  bulletin  keep  local  officials  and  interested 
persons  informed  of  planning  and  development  activities. 

In  1978,  the  Council  will  be  available  to  work  with  the  town 
and  other  appropriate  groups  to  help  implement  some  of  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  Plans.  Ideas  and  suggestions 
on  how  the  Council  can  be  of  greater  assistance  are  appreciated. 
The  Council  was  created  by  five  towns  in  1973  and  continues 
to  exist  as  a  service  agency  to  the  towns.  The  Council  greatly 
appreciates  the  support  it  receives  from  the  towns,  knowing 
that  the  support  will  enable  it  to  provide  continued  service 
to  the  area  in  the  future.
